 (H) ANY SYMPOSIUM HELD UNDER THIS SECTION SHALL BE CALLED A 4 

“MARYLAND INSURANCE INFORMATION DAY (MII DAY)”. 5 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 6 

October 1, 2012. 7
